We of the West have been thrown in con- 
stant contact with Nature and with God's own 
handiwork of ocean, ‘mountain and plain, and 
the v@atness Hod sublififity of it all have be- 
come a part of ourselves.

We all have to take just about so many hard 
bumps in this world and those who imagine a 
newspaper man is immune has another guess 
coming.
